of habeas corjius, which right the 
constitution says shall not l>c sus- 
|)entled- 

Although they <lrag far behind 
the procession, mir anirts, after all, 
do broaden and yield to the 
cliangcd (lublic sentiment and eco¬ 
nomic development. 

What is constitutional dciicnds 
a good <leal on the time s.t which 
the U. S. Supreme court or the 
state supreme courts give Acir de¬ 
cisions. 

We take the following from a 
decision of U. S. .Supreme Court, 
Justice Brown gi\ing the decision, 
Fcl). lytri: 

“Tile iiuliviilunl in.iy stand upon 
his rights as a citizen, bin the cor¬ 
poration is a creature of the stale. 
It is presumed to be incor|K>ratc<l 
for the liencfit of the public. It 
receives certain sjiccial privileges 
and franchises and holds them stil>- 
ject to the laws of the jtatc and tlic

Cbnsiderii^ that it was, at best, 
an informal affair, althongh the 
referendum is not likely to change, 
much of what it Ad. it was a highly 
successful aSair.

The wfiolc trend of modem prog¬ 
ress is toward Socialism. The soli¬ 
darity of the huniaJi family is in¬ 
evitable. The law of industrial de¬ 
velopment has so decreed, and noth¬ 
ing .stands in the way of tin; im¬ 
mediate, and complete realization 
of the brotiicrliood of man, except 
man's own ignorance. This is not 
the first time in history when the 
limitations of man's miiid lave pre¬ 
vented him from changing his so¬ 
cial institiition.s. bws, cuslonis, and 
iileas to conform to his economic 
development, and as a result, tliis 
is iMt the first time in history when 
man s ignorance, superstition, and 
fear letve brought untold miser., 
and suffering ufK>n him. and greatly- 
interfered with his progress. 

It h.is onle liccn withiu tlie last 
centnrv that lliis law of economic 
deterniini.sm his Ijcen stated in so 
many wools, and prior to liial time 
men have Ix-cn unconscious of the 
c.uLscs that gave rise to new ind 
clianged ideas, customs, laws, and 
sr>cial and (xditical institutions. 
Today those wlio arc ignorant of 
tills law, still cling to many hurt fill 
idea- witli whicli they hypnotize 
tiuir.selves and others, who arc as 1 
tmlhinking.

These high fni.ir,cicrs charge each 
otlicr with pcrjur.v, with bribery, 
ivith murder, with breaking up

As an illustration, one public 
service coriioration collects $500.- 
(100 in one year, ten i>er cent, on 
$5,000,000 of capital stock, every 
dollar of which is "walcr." Besides 
this same corjioration has issued 
Kinds to the extent of $5,837,000, 
a"d yet when it comes to the mat¬ 
ter of paying taxes, it is assessed 
at only $2,477,130. This kind of 
incentive which moves no one to 
■idd a single dollar to the wealth 
■if the n.ition. nor to pro<luce a 
■iiiiglc thing for the comfort and 
convenience of the pco[»le, but 
which incites only to robbery and 
crime is at work in ever, citv and

of age, who has earncil less than $i/x» a year and lus been a citi- 
. zen of the United States for sixteen years at least, a pension of 
not less than $12 a month for the rest of his life. 

Fourth, to bring alm'ut the enactment of a lutional law by which 
the governnwu of tjie ynitcjl States shall lend the cities and town¬ 
ships money on bonds issued fcy said cities and townships. Such 
loans shall be niai.2 in legal tender and without interest, the 
refund to take place in twen’v years in equal shares. The money 
shall have its intrinsic value securctl by the bonds and the assessed 
valuation of the city or town.shiptliat receives the loan, and it slull 
be canceled with the bonds as lastas the loan is rcinndetl. 

Fifth, to amend tlie United States constitiilion so as to abolish 
the United States Senate, which is a bulwark of capitalism and 
tni'tocracy,—the general referendum of all the people to take its 
place as a check, under proper provisions. Furtjicrinore to elect the 
Unitci! States judges by the people of their respective districts, foi 
terms not to exceed six years—instead of having them apixiinted by 
the president—this in onler to make an cml of government by in¬ 
junction. 

Sixth, to establish life-insurance by the national geverninent. 
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W’e alfo (Icrnand, 

Sitrnth, tliat all elective officers, national, state, and municipal, 
shall lie made subject to tiio imperative mandate, and to a 
recall, by the expressed wish of three-fourths of their constituency. 

F.ighih, that no city in Wiscr.nsin sliall have the right to sell, lease 
or give away public franchises. ProvidctI, however, that in cases 
where existing laws and public necessity make a franchise unavoid¬ 
able, it shall be granted only upon such terms as will guarantee 
justice to the people in the matter of rates, an<l fair treatment of the 
workers in respect to hours of labor, wage.s, etc., and especially shall 
provide for the transfer of the utility to public ownership at the c.ar- 
iiest jiossibie hour. Or, provuied further, that the granting of such 
franchise shall first he approved bv general referendum of t!«: res¬ 
pective city or township. 

Xinth. Every eitv in Wisconsin sliall have the right to take pos¬ 
session of all its public utilities by paying to the present owners the 
price of the pnr>|)crties involved as fixed by an impartial jury, the same 
not to include any franchise values; and every city and township shall 
have the right to issue Ixinds for that purpose. All unlimited franchises 
now ill cxistcpcc to be declared null and void. 

Tenth, complete self-grvcrrmient for cities and townships. They 
shall have the right to erect public slaughter houses, cold-storage 
plants, elevators, coal and wooil yards, ice houses, stock yards, and 
manufacture commiKlities and sell them to the citizens at cost. 

F.lcventh, the state slall prdv^e free srhixil books and school uten¬ 
sils to the pupils of the public schools. We also de¬ 
mand ■ legislation enabling schixil districts in the country to give bet¬ 
ter school facilities and free trans|)ortation for tlie children to and 
from school. 

Twelfth, that no further water rights shall be given away to in- 
divirinalo or private coriiorations. and those that have been given 
away, shall he rccovercil as rapidly as possible. All mineral rights rc- 
serverl in piivate contract shall lie abolished. No land belonging to the 
state shall be sold, and all lands now belonging to Uic state slull be kept 
for state purposes. 

Thirteenth, that steps he taken to protect the head waters of our 
rivers. We demand also the reforesting of denuded tracts suit¬ 
able for reforesting, so as to provide wooded land for future gen¬ 
erations who have been robbeil bv the timber thieves.

In the course of hit rgmarks he laid tlown cer¬ 
tain rules for the conduct dt a rqmtabie newspaper, 
and one of the cardinal rukte—we quote it from 
memory, but we remember it now as well as when 
we heard it delivered—was this: 

"NEVER PRINT .MA 11 KR THAT HAS 
BEEN PAID FOR AS REGULAR READING 
• - .MATTER.” 

In other words, do not cheat your readers or Iwtray their con¬ 
fidence. It was a fine rule. One tliat ought to go without saying 
among honest men. 

The Milwaukee papers editorially aiezed uf>on thb gem and with 
more or less hypocrisy held it up as a gedden rule of journalism, giv¬ 
ing out the implication that no Milwaukee paper was low enough to 
break it. 

But Giarles A. Dana was one of the last of the lights of editorial 
newspaper proprietorship to flicker out Since then commercialbm, 
especially corporate wealth, has been getting a firmer grip on tbe 
modern dtv newspaper. Today the ^itorial department is a sort of 
ornamental toppiece taking orders front below — the papers are 
really edited from the business office. Basinet- office moraiity has 
supplanted the kind that Dana held for. New^pa}>er cotrpetition has 
taught the ncwsp.tper world a few thrifty lessons. TiKy have to 
make money to Stay in business. If the MihvauKc- Gas Light com¬ 
pany wants to get paid articles tiefore the people tn tlic g-uise of straight 
news matter of a semi-etlitorial nature, why the dishonest trick can 
be done if it is gone at IN A BUSINESS LIKE WAY.
